Small wonder, then, that the puinbet 
of people who take a keen interest in cycling 
as an organised German sport is enormous! 
This interest extends to bicycle tours as well 
as to racing. | i 
Just, is is France and Italy, cycling is 
culiarly a sport of the people, and enjoyed 
nm rich and poor, young and old, alike. For 
those who aie unable to take an active part 
in this sport, there are a large number of 
racing events held every year in Germany, 
either on bicycle tracks or on the highways, 
which always prove a great attraction to 
hundreds ot thousands of bicycle “ fans.” 
Ever since the early days of cycling, some 
fifty years ago, German riders have been 
going to foreign countries, where they have 
scored many a victory on the race track. 
Before the war riders such as Willy Ahrend, 
August Lehr, and Walter Ruett numbered 
among the champions of world fame, and at 
the present time many Germans are to be 
found among the entrants in the races held on 
the indoor winter tracks of America, France, 
Belgium, Holland and Denmark, to say 
nothing of the big summer events held on 
foreign tracks, and the numerous road races. 


FOREMOST RIDERS 


Similarly, the foremost riders from other 
countries participate very largely in all 
the German events held from time to time in 
various parts of Germany throughout the 
summer. The races for the World’s Cham- 
pionship, which were so successfully held in 
Leipzig last year, have given still further 
impetus te the ever-growing interest taken 
in bicycling. 

' The Deutsche Radfahrerverband (Bicycle- 
Riders’ League) have arranged a programme 
for. the summer which should prove most 
attractive to visitors. In the course of this 
programme every branch of cycling sport 
will have its innings, the professionals as well 
as the amateurs. More than a dozen per-. 
fectly constructed tracks will be used for 
races lasting seventy-three days, and will be 
a rendezvous for such famous riders as 
Metze (German long-distance champion, 
1934), Moeller, Krewer, Lohmann and 
Richter (German sprint champion, 1934). 
Also Steffes, Engel and Qszmella. Some of 
the tracks will be electric-lighted, permitting 
of a few evening races. | 


TRACK CHAMPIONSHIPS 
The German Track Championship Races of 
1955 will be held at Breslau on July “28th. 
Among those who will be seen on German 
tracks this season are the well-known foreign 
long-distance riders, Paillard, Grassin, 
Wambst, Ronsse, -Maréchal; -Maronnier, 
Lacquehay and Severgnini; and the sprinters 
Scherens, Gerardin, -Falck-Hansen, Michard, 
van Egmond, Kaers and Jezo. 

Five sets of races for picking the national 
amateur champions will held about. mid- 
summer, as follows :—Germany vs. Poland, 
at Breslau; Germany vs. Switzerland, at 
Frankfurt a/M.; Germany vs. France, at 
Cologne; Germany vs. Belgium, at Krefeld; 
and Germany vs. Denmark, at Hannover, 
Dates for these events to be announced later. 
Foreigners. visiting Germany who are in- 
terested in bicycle polo, or in fancy riding, 
will have many opportunities of seeing exhi- 
bitions of these branches of the sport. 

The ‘‘ Deutsche Radfahrer-Verband,’” which 
embraces all former bicycle associations in 
Germany, will place itself at the disposal of 
foreign cyclists who are planning to partici- 
pate in the above events, or to make a bicycle 
tour in Germany. Such foreign visitors may 
become ‘tourist members of the ‘** Verband ” 
(Fachamt Radsport im Deutschnen Reichs- 
bund fuer Leibesuebungen) , enabling them*to 
cross the frontiers duty free when procee@ihg 
from Germany to ‘other countries. The 
D.R.V. will - issue frontier passes and 
‘‘ Triptyks.’’

LABOUR LEADER ON 
UNEMPLOYMENT 


———— &—— 


Speaking at a meeting of the Kildare Con- 
stituency Council of the Labour Party. in 
Newbridge. County Kildare, Mr. William 
Norton said that when issues affecting the 
workers were being ‘discussed in the Dail 
last week it was noteworthy that the Fianna 
Fail and the United Ireland Parties, who 
disagreed on most other matters, combined 
to defeat the efforts of the Labour Party to 
amend the bill in the interests of the workers. 
Referring to unemployment, Mr, Norton 
said that the formidable proportions of that 
problem demanded that the Government 
should tackle the solution of the matter with 
more courage, more imagination, aud as part 
of a planned national economy. They were 
not now willing to set up an economic gene- 
ral headquarters staff, which they supported 
when in opposition. Such steps as were 
being taken to deal with unemployment here 
were less radical than in countries ruled by 
conservative Governments. In 1931 Mr. 
Lemass said that “ unemployment, need not 
exist here.” But in spite of this optimistic 
statement there were 130,000 persons regis- 
tered as unemployed, and even that did not 
represent the full number of unemployed. 
{f there was no need for unemployment. in 
1951 why should it exist to-day?

Australia is growing more religious. Further 
returus, just issued, as a result of last years 
census, show that among those who declared 
their religious belief, a disclosure that was 
not obligatory on the part of the individuai, 
there was an increase of 460,097 for all 
Christian denominations. 

The increases were :—-Church of England 
192,123, Presbyterians 76,255, Methodist 
51,393, Roman Catholic 27,453, ‘‘ Catholic,’’ 
undefined, 88,883. Decreases included :—Con- 
gregational 9,311, Brethren 1,982, Salvation 
Army 379, and Quakers 565. Except Hebrews 
with an additional 1,938, all non-Christian! re- 
ligious and free thinkers, rationalists and 
spiritualists, showed declines. 

Italians are the largest community of non- 
naturalised foreigners, with 60,259. British 
people number 6,478,175 in a total popula- 
tion of 6,629,839.

Swift in County Kilkenny

Until about the eighteen- 
sixties Ballyspellan held its own among 
British Spas. The properties are Chaly- 
beate, and were generally recommended by 
Irish doctors, whose wealthier patients 
flocked there from June to Reedenihas each 
year. During the merging years of the 
eighteenth and nineteenth centuries the 
place was greatly patronised by the 
leaders of Dublin Society, who, for their 
regalement, were invariably attended by 
the foremost Irish musicians and _ per- 
formers of the time. An especially 
popular annual attraction in this con- 
nection was Gallagher, the famous Dublin 
ventriloquist, who usually remained for 


the entire season, performing several times 


in the course of a day. About this period 
Ballyspellan was distinguished as ‘‘ The 
Irish Spa.” In 1724 a Dr. Taaffe made it 


Ghe Yeats Ship 


In a place of honour in Mr, Yeats’s 
delightful study in Riversdale, Rathfarn- 
ham, stands a perfectly designed model 
ship, complete with four canvas sails, a 
multitude of pulleys and ropes. It is an 
old-fashioned two-masted brig, with hull 
curving outwards. This hull is painted in 
green, and bears the names Save, and 
Willie” upon it. The ship was the gift 
of Mr. John Masefield to Mr. Yeats, and 
it testifies to the English poet’s knowledge 
of ships. It is a memory of Mr. Mase- 
field’s sailor days long ago. Placed just 
beneath a window, where a delicately- 
tinted Burne Jones piece of glass admits 
the light, it is a reminder to Mr. Yeats 
that a great painter of the ‘nineties is 
always linked with his friend, the Poet 
Laureate, just as he was linked with that 
great man of letters—Rosetti—so recently 
in Dublin.

TO THE’ EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Srr,—The letter from Mr. Seamus Bourke, 
which appeared in your issue of June 28th, 
Was sO generous and appreciative im its 
reference to my recent lecture at Trinity 
College that I hesitate to join issue with 
him on any point. Yet it contains two 
expressions of opinion which I feel unable 
to let pass without a mild protest. He is 
wrong in thinking that 1 gave unqualified 
praise to the ‘‘ cultmral achevercents under 
the 1782 Parliament.” My lecture contained 
nine thousand words, and not. even the 
copious report which appeared in the /rish 
Times could cover it. fully.

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THE STARS IN JULY 


ir the Moon happens to be full within nine 


days of this nodal passage there will be an 
eclipse of the Moon. If she happens 


to be New within fifteen days, there 
will be “an eclipse of the Sun. The 
nearer the New or Full Moon is 


to the date of the nodal passage of the Sun, 
the larger the eclipse. In the present in- 
stance the eclipse of the Moon is nearly 
central, while the two ecli of the Sun, 
before and after, are visible, the one near 
the North Pole, and the other near the South 
Pole. It will be seen from the above that 
eclipses of the Sun are considerably more fre- 
quent than those of the Moon. An eclipse 
of the Moon, however; is visible wherever the 
Moon is visible at the time, for it is a real 
darkening of the Moon. An eclipse of the 
Sun is only visible over a very limited area, 
because the Sun is not darkened, but only 
hidden from view by an obstructing body. 
And, just as a cloud may hide the Sun in 
one field while it is shining brightly on the 
next, so the Moon may be hiding the Sun in 
Europe, while he is shining unobstructed in 
Africa or India. This is why most people 
have seen an eclipse of the Moon, but only 
a few have witnessed an eclipse of the Sun, 
and only a very few a Total Eclipse of the 
Sun. The zone where the eclipse is total is 
never much more than 100 miles wide, 


The Stars 


On July 1st, at midnight; om the 15th, at 
11 p.m., and on the 30th, at 10 p.m., Sagit- 
tarius is on the meridian low in the South, 
and Lyra almost overhead. The former con- 


tains numerous bright stars, but is 
seldom easily visible in these lati- 
tudes. It also has some of the 
most brilliant portions of the Milky 
Way. Photographs of the Sagittarius region 


are almost incredible in the density of the star 

masses, Many thousands of stars are crowded 

on to one plate of "the usual lantern dimen- 

sions, 54 by Sf inchey.

is in midsummer twilight. 

The Western heavens now contain the 
groups which were passing the meridian at 
the times of the Notes for May and June; 
Hercules, Corona Borealis, Serpens and 
Ophiuchus. Bodtes is nearly due West, Libra 
and Scorpio are low in the South-West, most 
of Virgo has set. . | 

Approaching the meridian from the East 
are Cygnus and Aquila. Pegasus and 
Aquarius are not far behind. Capricornus is 
low in the South-East. Pisces and Aries are 
rising. Andromeda is above Aries, and Per- 
seus is low in the North-East. Capella shines 
just above the horizon an hour East of the 
North point. The foreparts of Ursa Major 
are about the same distance West. Fewer 
bright stars than usual are in sight; Arc- 
turus, Antares, Altair, Vega, Deneb, and 
Capella make i the total.

COUNSEL'S ALLEGATION 
———— 


Annie Quinn, the fifteen-year-old giv] who 
was shot in Lower Ear' street, Belfast, on 
Sunday, June 16, described her experience 
at the Belfast Custody Court when Robert 
Lenaghan, Grove street, war chacged with 
attempting to murder her and causing her 
bodily harm. He was also charged with 
having fivearms and ammunitkn im his pos- 
session and with having them for an unlaw- 
ful object. 

Miss Quinn said she ana her cousin set 
off for Mass at St. Joseph s about 10.30. As 
they passed a crowd of young men on the other 
side at Nelson street corner something was 
said to them and jeering remarks were made, 
but she and her cousin walked on unheeding. 
At Garmoyle street School she heand sounds 
like low thunder, and at tha fourth sound 
felt a stabbing pain in the left eg. She 
collapsed and was carried into a house in 
Garmoyle street, where she was atteaded by 
Dr. O'Hagan. Later her wound was dressed 
at the Mater Hospital. She was still at- 
tending the hospital every other day. 

Distriet-Inspector Shillington—And did you 
see who fired the shot? : 

Wituess said she did ma, as her back was 
turned to the men at the corn’r. When she 
looked back, however, as the shooting started 
she saw smoke cominz fro» the wall where 
they were standing. She did not recognise 
any ot the men in the group wnd did not 
know either the accused man or his wife. 

Annie ‘iyons, Miss Quinn's cousin, said 
she recognised the prisoner, who was an the 
middle of the group. She had known him to 
speak to tor the past two years When wit- 
ness and her companion, got as far as Gar- 
moyle street School thre: c four shots rang 
out, and after the fourth one Annie Quinn 
exclaimed : ‘‘(sh, Annie, I'm bit.” 

Cross-examined by Mr. N Taghan, witness 
said she was aware that the accused man 
was married and knew his wife. She had 
always known him by the name oí Jiwnieson. 
however. She was sure that the shooting 
took place at 10.45 

Mr. Tughan said that the whole case was 

ing to rest upon the time, because they 
would be able to. produce evidence that the 
prisoner was in his own honse at that time. 

“Your Worship. I am going to take the 
extreme course of calling all my witnesses 


for the defence to-day,’’ declared Mr. Tughan.

Sir William Hawkslow Middlemore, Bart., 
aged 27, of Saltwood, near Folkestone, was 
fined £100 and had his licence suspended, at 
Worcestershire Quarter Sessions yesterday, on 
a charge of driving in a manner dangerous to 
the public at Umbersley on May, oth. It was 
stated that Sir William’s car collided with a 
car which was being driven on its proper 
side of the road; and that when spoken to by 
Mr. R. C. Dallas, a taxi-cab proprietor, who 
was driving the cther ear, he said: “ Yes;

Witness estimated the speed of Sir William’s 
car at 40 miles an hour.

That means that before you can 
get a licence you will have to appear and 
ask this Court for it, and it will be no 
good applying for it under less than three 

ears. Then the application will have to 
ve supported by medical testimony that you 
are a fit and proper person to hold a licence. 

The costs of the prosecution were limited 
to £25, 

When Sir William was found guilty, his 
counsel (Mr. J. F. Bourke) “paid that he 
hoped that the extreme pain that the con- 
viction had caused Sir William would be 
taken into consideration by the Bench,

REMANDED

PORT LA OTCHISE, Monday. 

At Portlaoighise District Court to-day 
John McKenna was ‘charged with escaping 
from Portlaoighise Prison on December 5, 
1933. 

Joseph Hughes, Borris road, Portlaoighise, 
deposed that at 4.30 p.m. on December 5, 
1955, he saw a man dressed in prison garb 
running across the adjoining field fram the

Matthew Dunphy, farm labourer, deposed 
that he was in a shed at his employer's, 
Behan’s, place at Tierhager, Portarlington, 
at about 10 p.m. ón December 5, 1933, when 
a man, roughly dressed, approached him and 
asked if there were any Guards about. The 
man told ‘him that he was a political 
pene, and had escaped from thariubtongh 
Ja He asked who lived in the house, and 
said that he wanted food. He then went 
towards the house. ‘Witness could not 
identify the man. 

Inspector O'Dowd, prosecuting, said that 
that completed the evidence on the prison- 
breaking charge. 


The accused man was then taken out of 
court and arrested on charges of having 
broken into the 


dwelling-house of Joseph 
Rehan and having stolen a number of hm sé 
of clothing, a camera, two fountain pens and 
foodstuffs to the value of £174 2s. 74., and 
having broken into the dwellmg-house of 
Patrick Counihan, Clounellmore, and having 
stolen several articles of men’s and women's 
clothing, a Winchester repeating shotgun and 
cartridge belt to the value of £43 18s. 

When the prisoner was: charged with these 
offences, Mollie Neill and Ellen Murphy gave 
evidence as to the articles missing from 
Behan’s house. : . 

Guard Cusack gave evidence of arrest, and 
said that the prisoner made no statement. 

Janies Phillips, railway signalman, de- 
posed to having seen a man walk along the 
railway line at Oherryville Junction at 3.40 
on the morning of December 6, 1933. Wit- 
ness told him he was trespassing and in 
danger, and the man went tewards the public 
road, 

Christopher Garrett, Newtown, Co. Kil- 
dare, identified the prisoner as a man he 
had seen on the read at Newtown about 
1 p.m. on December 7, 1933. The man had 
a woman s bicyele. 

Croas-examined by the prisoner, witness 
said that he did not know who the prisoner 
was then, but he recognised the photograph 
in the paper that evening. 

The prisoner was remanded for a fortnight.

M. Laval explained with equal frank- 
ness the view which the French Govern- 
ment take of this agreement. He also ex-

It was recognised in the course of this 
conversation that for the settlement of 
these questions, such as, for example, the 
Air Pact on air limitation, the Eastern 
Pact, the Central European Pact, and 
agreenient on land armaments, close co- 
operation between France and Great 
Britain was necessary. ‘These are, how- 
ever, questions which do not interest 
#rance and Great Britain alone. We are, 
therefore, at present seeking, in conjunc- 
tion with the French Government, a form 
of collaboration best designed to secure 
the fulfilment as quickly as possible by all 
countries of the programme of the London 
communiqué of February. ó. 

At the close of the discussion on these 
same subjects, which I held subsequently 
with Signor Mussolini in Rome, we were 
happy to be able to record agreement as 
to the possibility of continuing the work 
for European appeasement in accordance 
with the guiding principles laid down in 
the communiqué of February 3, and the 
Stresa resolution. There is now, there- 
fore, reason to hope that the best line of 
negotialion may shortly be found. 
(Cheers. ) 

Moreover, I cannot doubt that, al- 
though the three Governments may not 
attach the same importance, or ascribe 
the same urgency, to all the various items 
of the programme, it should be possible 
to agree on a method-whereby in free and

ABYSSINIA 


I now turn to the dispute between Italy 
and Abyssinia, in regard to which I had 
a conversation with Signor Mussolini on 
June 24 and 25. I expressed to Signor

events were taking between Italy and 
Abyssinia. Our. methods were neither 
egoistic nor dictated by our interests ip 
Africa, but by our membership of the 
League of Nations. .(Cheers.) I said that 
British foreign policy was founded on the 
League, and His Majesty’s Government 
could not, therefore, remain indifferent to 
events which might profoundly affect the 
League’s future. (Cheers.) On this issue 
public opinion in this country felt very 
strongly. It was only through collective 
security that, in our judgment, . e 
could be preserved, and only through the 
League that Great Britain could play her 
fullspart in Europe. ae 

It was for these reasons that His

Mr. George Lansbury asked if the Prime 
Minister would say when they would bo 
in a position to discuss.the matter, and 
what steps would te taken in order to 
bring the pressure of public opinion in 
Europe to bear upon the Italian Govern- 
ment in respect to this dispute. He asked 
this because in the past things “were 
allowed to drift in regard to the Far East, 
and Japan, in defiance both of Europe 
and her own signature to the Nine-Power 
Pact, had taken action in China. 

Sir Samuel Hoare (Foreign Secretary) 
replied that he was not able to give a 
specific answer dr full details at the 
present, but hoped to do so in the future. 

Mr. Lansbury—We are anxious to safe- 
guard ourselves against another accom- 
plished fact in regard to Abyssinia. 

Mr. J. J. Tinker (Labour) asked Mr. 
Eden if he could say what the terms were 
which he had gone into with Signor 
Mussolini. 

Mr. Eden—As far as I can I have given 
the full situation—the conversation was 
essentially confidential 

Mr. J. P. Dickie (National Liberal) 
said that he would like to have an 
assurance that before any British terri- 
tory was ceded the House would be con- 
sulted. 

Sir Samuel Hoare—The House must 
trust the Executive Government: in this 
matter. If it is not prepared to trust the 
Government, the whole basis. of govern- 
ment is destroyed. (Cries of “ No, no.’’) 

Mr. J. McGovern (Labour)—That is 
dictatorship with a vengeance, i 

Mr, W. Thorne (Labour) asked if there 
was not a committee set up some time ago 
at Geneva for the purpose of dealing with 
the Abyssinian trouble, and whether that 
committee was operating now. 

Mr. Eden replied that conciliation pro- 
cedure was still being continued. 

Mr. Dickie said it was a matter of vital 
principle, and the last word in the ceding 
of British territory and Br‘tish subjects 
to another Government must rest with the 
House. 


TENTATIVE 


Sir Samuel Hoare replied that the pro-

TAGGERING, badly hurt, from the 

blazing wreckage of his machine, 

the first thought of the pilot of an air 

liner which crashed in the Isle of Man 

yesterday was for his passengers. ‘‘ One, 

two, three, four, five, six,” he counted— 
‘thank God for that.” 

The passengers and the pilot had had 
a fortunate escape when the machine 
crashed in taking off from Ronaldsway 
Aerodrome, near Castletown. 

Four of the passengers escaped with 
scratches, bruises and shock, but the pilot 
of the machine and two of his passengers 
are detained in the Noble Hospital, 
Douglas. 

Those’ in hospital are: 

Captain Robert Pierce the pilot, whose 
address is given as Imperial Airways, 
Croydon—cuts,. bruises, burns, and 
slight concussion ; 

Mr. Cooper, of Merside road, Flixton, 
Manchester—head “njuries ; and 

Mrs. Teare, Vallagarraghyn, 
Man—slight internal injuries. 

The other passenegrs were: Mr. C. 
Wilson, of Parkington lane, Swinton, 
Manchester, who received first aid for 
cuts, bruises and scratches; Mr. J. A. 
Ridehalgh, of Warmsley Grove, Urmston, 
Manchester; Mr. T. Robson, of Spring- 
field, Birkenhead; and Mr. .Teare, 
husband of Mrs. Teare. 


HOLIDAY PARTTES 


The, machine .was. an eight seater, 
belonging to Manx Airways, and run by 
Railway Air Services for the L.M.S. and 
the Isle of Man Steam Packet Company 
joint service. 

Mr. and Mrs. Teare were going for a 
holiday on the mainland, iad the other 

assengers were visitors to the Isle of 
Man, returning at the end of their 
holiday. 

Within a few minutes of the liner leav- 
ing the aerodrome it was a twisted mass 
of wreckage. It took off normaly, but 
after a few seconds appeared to lose 
height. The landing wheels were caught 
by a single strand of barbed wire on a 
bank and the machine crashed. 

The passengers were thrown to the floor, 
and then, to their horror, they saw the 
starboard engine burst into flames. The 
door of the ’plane, however, was on the 
port side, Hy one by one they scrambled 
out to safety into a ploughed field. Last 
of all came the pilot.

“We were flying to Manchester via Liver- 
pool,” he said. “and there was a complete 
absence of wind, which, I believe, made 
taking off rather a difficult;/matter. We 
rot safely clear of the aerodrome. Then, 
 giiiEN SÁ we seemed to lose height, and I 
felt a slight jar, as though a part of the 
aeroplane touched a bank. We came down, 
and our wheels touched ground in the 
fields beyond. Once again we rose, but not 
high enough. Our Janding wheels caught 
the barbed wire on the top.of the second 
bank, and brought us down astride of it. 

“I made a grab for the door, and by 
the greatest of good’ luck it had not 
jammed. We all scrambled out, but only 
just in time. The heat was terrific, and 
within a few moments no one could get 
within yards of the burning machine. Jt 
was a wonderful escape.” 

At the Noble Hospital it was ‘earned 
last night that the injured were fairly 
comfortable. Captain Pierce, who is a 
former R.A.F.. pilot, has been engaged on 
the Isle of Man route since last April.

Senator 
Westropp Bennett and Senator Douglas 
will be unable to remain for more than 
part of the timie, and they will be suc- 
ceeded by Senator M. F. O'Hanlon and 
Dr. R. J. Rowlette, T.D., respectively. 

Delegates have been invited from all the 
Parliaments of the Cemmonwealth, and 
the programme of events will include the 
ata review at Spithead and the Royal 
Air Force review at Duxford. The 
itinerary will inglude visits to the prin- 
cipal centres in England, Scotland and 
W ales. 

The Empire Parliamentary Association. 
was formed in London at the time of the 
King’s Coronation in 1910. Members of 
the various Parliaments felt that such a 
body would be of value as a means of 
keeping in tguch with one another ‘or “he 
purpose of the study of comparative leyis- 
lation and methods of procedure. To this 
end it issues a quarterly publication, 
giving information concerning the various 
Commonwealth Parliaments. 

It is of interest to mention that the 
Free State Government, under Mr. Cos- 
grave's Presidency, made & small annual 
contribution of £250 to the founds of the 
Association, and at meetings of the 
Association held in Australia in 1924 and 
at Ottawa in 1929 representatives of the 
Free State Parliament attended. At’ the 
former the delegates were Major Bryan 
Cooper, T.D.; Mr. Osmond Esmonde, 
T.D., and Senator M. F. O'Hanlon.

MR. A. EDEN’S

In an editorial article tc-day The Times 
observes :—In regard to Abyssinia, Mr. 
Eden told an astonished and slightly dis- 

leased House of Commons that. the 
British Government had been’ prepared to 
offer to Ethiopia a strip of British Somali- 
land which would give her diréct apcess 
to the sea. This proposal, which in 
point of fact has: been mooted: before; was 
intended to facilitate such’ territorial and 
economic concessions by Abyssinia to 
Italy as might. have been involved in an 
agreed settlement. British methods, Mr. 
Eden had explained to Signor Mussolini, 
were neither egetistic nor dictated by 
British interests im Africa. They were 
prompted simply by British membership 
of the League, and by the conviction that 
British policy is, and must be, founded 
upon the League. 

There can, unfortunately, be very 
little question that the Halian leader 
is determined to get: control over 
a part, or the whole, of. Abys- 
sinia. Italian apologists explain 
that Italy started late in the Colonial race, 
and has still leeway to make up. : Tunis, 
they say, should naturally have gone to 
her, rather than to France, and at one 
time she was acknowledged to have a sort 
of claim to make Ethiopia an hHalian 
Protectorate. As it is, she has, apart from 
Libya, only two comparatively small strips 
of African territory, se from one 
another by British and French possessions. 
In Eritrea and Somaliland she has done

The tractor and trailer werd owned by 
Barry’s Cireus. After the collision the | 
steering gear of the tractor appears to 
have gone out of order. 

The car was coming out of Clanwilliam 
place, and the tractor was going in the 
Ballsbridge. The front 
wheels of the vehicles met, and the 
tractor swerved across the road. It mowed 
down the men, who stood on the foot- 
path at the Leeson street side ot the 
bridge. Then it ran into Percy place, on 
the same side of the bridge, and knocked 
down another man. . 

Its deadly course was brought to an end 
when the radiator crashed into the rail- 
ings in Percy place, about thirty yards 
from the bridge. Ten feet.of the iron 
railings were laid to the ground before the 
tractor stopped. | 

None of the occupants were injured ; 
three were in the driver’s seat and another 
in the trailer. The motor car, a four- 
seater touring Austin, was driven by 
Captain P. J. Hughes, the well-known 
Blue Shirt leader. Both he and his two 
passengers escaped without a scratch, and 
the car is but slightly damaged. 


THE CASUALTIES 


Patrick O’Toole, whose address is not 
known, but believed to be Marlborough 
street, Dublin, and in whose kets was 
found a membership card of the Irish 
Transport and General Workers’ Union, 
and an elderly man, aged about OOpyears, 
died immediately. 

Leo Corr, aged 28 years, employed by 
the Alliance and Dublin Consumers’ Gas 
Company, of 53 Power’s Court, off Lower 
Mount street, Dublin, died an hour after 
admission to the hospital. Desperate 
efforts were made to save his life in the 
operating theatre, where oxygen and 
electric treatment were given. 

The fourth man, William Fennell, aged

both legs amputated at the hospital, and 
his moatiticn is critical. 


A NARROW ESCAPE 


MEN JUMP TO SAFETY 
Mr. D. Doyle, of Haddington road, 


Dublin, gave an Irish Times reporter a 
graphic description of the tragedy, and 
told how he himself and four other men 
narrowly escaped being crushed against 
the sn § of the bridge.

He said: ‘‘ About eight other men and 
I were ‘sitting on and around the. bridge 
talking. I noticed a motor car coming 
out of Clanwilliam place, and: at almost 
the same moment a motor tractor, with 
trailer attached, came from the direction 
of the city. . 

' At. the junction of the bridge and 
Clanwilliam place the two vehicles collided, 
the right front wheel of the car coming — 
into contact: with the left front side of 
the tractor. The motor car spun round 
the far side of the road. Immediately the 
tractor, which appeared to get. mechani- 
cally out of control, swerved across to the 
right and came straight for us. 

“1 cried out, and then jumped aside 
with the other men. The tractor struck 
the bridge wall only about two feet away 
from me; and continued on its path, 
scraping along the bridge, wall. I saw it 
strike and kuock down, Fennell;-whom I 
knew well. Then, in quick succession, it 
struck Corr and an old man whom I did 
not know. The old man must have been 
killed immediately; for he lay still on 
the ground. 7 

‘“‘Swerving again, the heavy tractor 
spun round into Perey place, struck and 
knocked down yet another man, and 
crashed into the railings on the right-hand 
side of the road.' The railings about 
twenty feet from the bridge were torn 
dewn, and the front of the tractor went 
through almost on to the grass plot. 

‘‘The four men were lying bleeding on 
the road and pavement. Then I ran tor- 
ward, with three of the men with me, and 
we picked up Fennell, taking him to the 
hospital. A private motor car took Corr 
away, and the Corporation ambulance, 
which had arrived, took away the dead 
man and another who appeared to. be 
dying.”’ : : 


“LIKE NINEPINS” 


Edward. Benson, another eye-witness, 
also described the scene to our reporter. 
He was seated on the grass plot near the 
1916 Monument. I heard a sudden crash, 
he said, turned and saw the tractor 
scraping along the bridge over my head 
and knocking the men down like nine- 

ins. 

The tractor was driven by J. Maguire, 
a native of Loughbrickland, Co. Down.

LL over the world the name of St: Gall 
has become a synonym for laces’ and 
embroideries, but telatively few are 

aware of the fact that historically and for 

location this city in Eastern Switzerland oc- 

cupies a most exalted rank. i 
St. Gall’s history dates back to 614 A.D., 

when Gallus, an Irish apostle, founded a 

monastic community near the River Steinach. 

From a humble beginning this foundation de- 

veloped rapidly into a powerful Benedictine 

Abbey, whose golden age was from 

the eighth to the tenth centuries.’ Since 

ecclesiastical . matters by no means 
absorbed all the energies of the monks, 
letters, arts, and scietides were cultivated 
with enthusiasm. Thus it came about that 
sons of emperors and kings were sent to 
St. Gall for their education. 


FAMOUS MONKS 


Among thesé learned monks was Notker, 
the author of so-called “Sequences.” or 
hymns in rhythmical am. As a result of a 
tragic accident which happened in his days in 
the near-by Martinstobel gorge he composed 
the original Latin version of '' In the midst 
of life we are surrounded by death.’’ Another 
monk of the same name was one of the 
pioneers of medicime, and a third, Notker, 
made some of the earliest attempts to put in. 
writing the common German speech of the 
people. ‘There was Tuotilo, who excelled as 
painter, carver, amd musician; Ratpert, the 
scholar and schoolmaster; ard then the fodr 
great Ekkeharts. Ekkehart |. and Ll. were 
combined by Scheffel to-form the hero of his 
celebrated romane®. ‘Astronomy even was 
studied at, St. Gall, for a manuscript of the 
ninth century dépicts a monk looking at 
the heavens through a primitive telescope. 

The Abbey library, which is located in the 
inner courtyard of the Abbey Church, is a 
chief attraction far visitors It contains 
among. other valuable things a great number 
of ancient manuscripts and ilfuminated books 
of priceless value, dating from the time when 
the monastery flourished. In the darkest of 
medieval years St. Gall was one of the threé 
great lights of learning and Christian influence 
in Europe, the other two being the Monas- 
tery of Fulda in the north and Monte Casino 
in the south>
